After the regu- 
lar edition the sister of the murdered 
girl, Mrs. Al. Hollingsworth, liv- 
ing at 210 Clark. avenue, and at whose 
house the girlhad been stopping, called at 
the office of the Chief of Police and from there 
was taken to the Morgue, where she imme- 
diately and completely identified the body as 
that of her sister. Mrs. Hollingsworth was 
almost completely prostrated by the discoy- 
ery, but recovered herself sufficiently to give 
what she knew of her sister. She had never 
had the least idea that she was anything but a 
virtuous girl, and was.-greatly surprised to 
find that she was ina delicate condition and 
had been so for a period of five 
months. But even then she could think 
of no male friends who could have

He has been refused 
and been turned away from the door at least a 
dozen times, yet he returns, his appetite un- 
sated. Hundreds hurried tothe scene at the 
close of work last night, but the body was on 
ice and none were admitted. Baffled at the 
Morgue almost — 8 man they proceeded 
to bunt up Coroner Frank, begging an order 
from him, which they knew would grant them 
admission. Whole families came together. 
One stolid-looking German boy, apparently 
about 15 years of age, sidied up to Coroner 
Frank this morning with the modest request 
that his father, mother, four sisters and a 
— ty d of neighbors be allowed to see the re- 
mains. 

‘*‘Whatdo you want there?’’ interrogated 
the Coroner. ‘*Whatdo you know about the 
ease? Is this girl a friend of yours?’’ 

No, answered the boy, but we saw in 
the papers that she had been hit in the head 
with a club and run over with a buggy and we 
wanted to see what she looked like after the 
doctors had cut her up. ; 

That is what they all want. The boy did not 
see the y and neither did 
any of the others, The body 
is not public property. The ordinances 
for the government of the City Morgue pre- 
scribe that all unidentified bodies be laid 
out for public inspection. This body has 
been identified as thatof Anna Weiss and is 
not on exhibition. 

Mr. Fred Buehrie, uncle of the deceased, 
has signified his desire to take charge of the 
remains, and the body will be turned over to 
him to-morrow evening. Mr. Buehrie states 
that the corpse will be shipped to Jefferson 
City and interred in the family lot at once. 

BOLTON RELEASED. 

Bolton was released shortly after noon. 
He is innocent, remarked Chief Huebler, 
‘‘and we released him because we were satis- 
fied of that fact. He was at home the night of 
the murder exceptashort time that he was 
out at the theater. We investigated the story 
he told and found that it was true in every 
particular. He knows nothing whatever of 
the crime. The man is all right. 

„We had atalk with him yesterday after- 
noon,’’ stated Chief of Detectives O’Neill,

has never varied a particle in his statements 
and has not evaded a single question, readily 
answering everything asked him. There is 
not the slightest doubtof his entire inno- 
cence.

There she was in 
consultation behind closed doors with Chief 
Huebler and Chief of Detectives O'Neill. They 
admitted that she had told them something 
that might be of value, but as yet they did not 
know how it would turn out. If anything 
came ot it they would give it to the press. 
NOT THE WOMAN. 

Word was received at police headquarters 
to-day that James Murphy, watchman at the 
end of the Olive street cable, Maryland 
avenue and King’s highway, had seen a man 
and woman in a buggy there late on the night 
of the murder quarreling. An officer was sent 
out to investigate it, but learned that the 
woman could not have been Anna Weiss 80 
the police dropped the matter. 

THE POLICE THEORY. 

The general police theory in reference to 
thecase changed very much to-day. Upto this 
morning it was that the betrayer of the girl 
was also her murderer, but the emphatic 
statements of Mr. Buehrie have put a different 
phase on the matter. It is now certain that 
Anna Weiss had saved or been provided with 
money to come to St. Louis and have an oper- 
ation performed which would ward off her rap- 
idly approaching exposure. There isno other 
theory but this, at least none that are tenable. 
The contents of the giri’s satchel, and every- 
thing else, support this theory. The direc- 
tions she gave to her sister, Mrs. Hollings- 
worth, as to the disposition of her effects, 
also show this. She intended to have an op- 
eration performed and she did not know 
whether she would live through it. She tore 
up and burned the letters in her. trunk 
so that if she did succumb to the 
ordeal through which she was to pass her be- 
trayer would not be exposed. All of this 
supports the new theory and the police are 
now proceeding on the belief that the mur- 
dererisa man employed to do the job, or 
that he is a man engaged to arrange for the 
performance of the operation and to 
conduct the girl to the place where 
she was to be provided rooms. 
Then, this guide discovering that she had 
money, took her out in a buggy or to the lone- 
some place where the body was found and 
murdered and robbed her. In this case the 
betrayer would have some clue to the mur- 
derer, though he might have no direct knowl- 
edge of or complicity in the crime. 

In the morning of the day before yester- 
day Anna Weiss destroyed her letters, which 
would have undoubtedly cleared up this mys- 
tery, remarked Chief of Detectives O’Neill. 

„How do you account for her action in 
destroying the letters? Whatdo you think it 
indicates?’’ 

That they were from a married man. 

Why so?“ 

„Because if the letter had been from an un- 
married man she would have kept them and 
endeavored to force him to marry her. 

„But why should she desire to protect a 
married man?’’ 

‘*ThatiI can not answer, but she could not 
force him to marry her, and all she could 
hope to do was to get money from him. This 
he may not have had, or if he did he may 
have got around her with promises.’’ 

‘*She could not have got out with him with 
the intention of permitting him to kill her?“ 

No, she never did that. 

„The fact that she destroyed the letters 
looks that way.’’ 

But she would never do it. That girl un- 
doubtedly came here to arrange to hide her 
shame. This fact is evident because she 
stated that she would only be gone a month, 
and if she came here for the birth of ber child 
she could not leave here for over three 
months. She went out to see some practitioner 
and mether fate. Oftwo things I am well 
satisfied, and that is that a married man is the 
cause of her trouble and that she came here to 
hide it. Who this married man can beI do 
not know, and further than what I have said I 
have no fixed opinion of the case. By de- 
stroying her letters she left us in the dark as 
to what man she had been keeping company 
with, and made ber death a mystery that is 
rather difficult to unravel. N 

THINKS SHE WAS NOT MURDERED. 

Chief Bug O’ Neil of the detective force, is 
hardly of the opinion that Anna Welss was 
murdered, and yet fails to reconcile his theory 
with a number of important features in the 
case. He scouts the idew of suicide, as does 
any sensible man, and acknowledges thatthe 
case, from a business point of view, is a pe- 
culiarly uninviting one. 

And another thing, he said, ‘‘is that I 
don’t believe the girl was struck by any blant 
instrument. . ad open Opinion seems to be 
that she was killed in the cab or buggy by two 
severe biows on the head. I am of the opinion 
that in the quarrel which sprang up between 
the murdered girl and her companion sbe 
was struck in the mouth. She then jumped or 
was thrown from the vehicle, and in falling 
one wheel caught her dress and tore it apart 
as found, and one wheel also run over her 
head, inflicting the wound on oneside. The 
wounds on the head do not appear to me to 
have been from blows. A fall seems more 
probable. If you noticed the wounds you 
would have seen that both were biotched and 
irregular in appearance. The street where 
she was found is composed of a sandy asphalt, 
well calculated to cause just such an injury. 

But how do you account for two wounds 
ofasimilar nature andon opposite sides of 
the head?’’ was asked.

At the same 
time Mr. Buehrie, the uncle, and John Weiss, 
the brother, arrived at the office 
of Chief Huebler where they remained 
until about 3 o'clock, when they were taken to 
Chief O’Neil’s office, Chief Huebler also 
joining the conference. In the mean- 
time, Circuit Attorney Clover had been 
called into Chief O’Neill’s ofhce to 
hear the stor of Mrs. Hollings - 
worth and to give advice on the law points in- 
voived in what was necessary to be done. Mr. 
Clover remained in the éonference 
about three-quarters ofan hour, when he left 
and went to the Morgue with De- 
tective Lawler to examine the re- 
mains. Returning Detective Lawler brought 
with him the clothes worn by the murdered 

irl, andthe conférence was resumed with 

tective Lawler and A worpey Clover present. 
Mrs. Hollingsworth is s to have a great 
deal more information as to her sister’s asso- 
ciates than she has yet given to the police, 
and the detectives are proceeding on this 
theory and endeavoring to prevail upon her 
to give everthing she knows or suspects. Anna 
Weiss had been at her house considerabie, 
and itis natural to suppose that he is not 
only acquainted her with her condition, but 
also with the name of her betrayer. 


A NEW CLEW. 


Where Anna Weiss Spent Monday and Ali 
Day Tuesday. 


When the conference described above broke 
up the detectives announced that Mrs. Hol 
lingsworth, Anna Weiss’ sister, had given an 
Important clew, It will be remem- 
bered that she had previously stated that 
Anna was away from her home at 210 Clark 
avenue all Monday night, but she did not 
know where she was. At the conference Mrs. 
Hollingsworth told another story. She 
sald that on Monday afternoon 
she and Anna left her house 
and came up-town. They went to a lodging- 
house at 616 Market street, and there Anna 
rented a room. Mrs. Hollingswortn says 
Anna gave as a reason for do- 
ing this that the room at 210 
Clark avenne was too warm and uncomforta- 
ble forher. Mrs. H, said she left Anna in the 
room and returned to her home. She 
further stated that Anna remained at 
616 Market street all Monday night and 
Tuesday and returned to hersister’s resi- 
denceon Tuesday night. She left a shawl 
and the satchel that was found by the 
side of her corpse in the room and 
went back afterward and got them. 
Anna Weiss registered at the lodging-hotse 
as Mrs. Anna Mack. There is a particular 
significance in this, as Mack“ was the name 
by which the dead girl always called William 
McOlair, the Jefferson City gambler.

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‘AN OLD COLLEGE OARSMAN DISCUSSES THE 
_ CHANCES OF THE CREWS 


The Harvard Men Much Superior in Strength 
and Weight—The Yale Crew Overtrained 
-—OCompensating Disadvantages of the 
Cambridge Men—The Different Strokes 
and Their Peculiarities. 


66 URING the past 


two weeks I 

have been at New 

London,’’ said

in watching the Yale and Harvard crews. I 

spent several days on the Yale coacher’s boat, 

and from the heights of Groton could see the 

Harvard eight when they were practicing. 

The race will take place at 6 o’clock 

this evening and to-morrow mornings its 

result will be known allover the country. 

What that will be is in my opinion as yet an 

open question, The Harvard crew is unques- 

tionably the most powerful set of men, and 
other things being equal, they should win. 

HEAVY HARVARD MEN. 

From the best accounts obtainable they 
average at least nine pounds heavier, and it 
must be remembered that this extra weight 
meansso much more propelling muscle in 
the boat. None of itis flesh, but all is bone 
and sinew. An added advantage, and one 
appreciated to its full extent by boating men, 
is that the heavy Harvard oarsmen 
are not of unusual stature, only 
two exceeding six feet. A long, rawboned 
man, will weigh out of proportion to his 
strength, and the wearand tear on flesh and 
muscié is far greater in a tall man than in one 
of shorter statue of the same weight. This 
was proved by the roll of 1871, when the Yale 
crew was nearly 20 pounds a man heavier 
than ite rival, but was ignominously beaten, 
because the oarsmen became exhausted before 
they had rowed two miles. Nearly every 
man was very tall, the crew in 
this respect averaging higher than any 


before or since, while the Harvard men were 
below 5 feet 10% inches. This year’s Harvard 
boat is filled with men who will not average 
over 5 feet 11 inches, but three run over 180 
pounds, and with one exception the rest are 
not far behind. Then they carry fourteen 
pounds less weight in the coxswain’s seat, 
which also counts for something in a four- 
mile race, and altogether their prospects 
seem much brighter than those of Yale, as the 
betting indicates. 
THE YALS STROKE. 

„But in spite of these advantages I 
do not regard the race -as lost by any 
manner of means. There can be no 
doubs that the Yale crew were overtrained 
early in the season. They took off too much 
flesh in New Haven, and when they came to 
New London at least two were what is known 
as ‘stale.” One has retired from the crew 
and his place has been filled by a substitute, 
although it is not impossible that this evening 
he may be found at his old thwart in the boat. 
Physically our men are inférior to the Har- 
vard representatives, and when I left four 
days ago they were not in as good conaition. 
The element of strength ma therefore be 
decided in favor of Harvard. here Yale can 
alone hope to win isin superiority of stroke 
and skill. This, inmy opinion, and I have 
sat in three University boats, we undoubtedly 
possess. In R. J ook Yale nas the best 
trainer, amateur or professional, to be found 
in the United States. As soon as he took 
charge of the crew he put a stop to the faultily 
severe system of training, and as a conse- 
quence the crew, since going to New London, 
has absolutely increased in weight. He also 
diminished the number of strokes to the min- 
ute, so that now the average stroke is twenty- 
nine or thirty to the minute, with 
spurte running no higher than thirty-five. 

arvard on the other hand rows thirty-four 
as a regular stroke, with thirty-cight or thirty- 
nine in spurting. Its shorter stroke has 
something to do with this, but the great differ- 
enee lies in the speed of the rowers. This is 
excessive and causes nearly every man in the 
crew to meet his oar, as I have observed a 
dozen times through my fleld glasses. Itis 
also largely an arm stroke, as can readily 
be seen by looking at the _ biceps 
of the Harvard crew, which are 
disproportionately largergthan those of the 
Tale men. Cook has taught his men to rely on 
their backs and legs and regard their arms 
merely as a connecting link between the oar 
and body. A sharp catch, followed by a snarp 
kick, and a heave ofthe whole body, and a 
slow swing forward characterize the Tale 
stroke. It is not nearly so rapid for a snort 
distance, but we hope to make it win in the 
end. I will venture to make the prediction at 
the 24%-mile flag Harvard will be ahead, or 
if she is not, her crew will be beaten out 
of sight. The real race will commence 
at the three-mile flag, and if Harvard does not 
have a clear lead of five lengths at that point, 
Yale will win the race, as our crew will have 
more left in them at that period than the 
Harvards. 

FAULTY ARRANGEMENTS OF HARVARD. 

„One mistake has been made by the Har- 
vard crew which will go far toward losing 
them the race. The strongest men are on the 
starboard side, which is naturally the strong- 
est side of the boat, and all the green 
men are pulling pees oars. The conse- 
quence will be t the rudder. will 
have to be applied very frequently, and the 
loss of headway will prove most serious. 
This will be most severely felt.in spurting, 
when everyone puts forth his utmost strength. 
Then continued practice on the Charles 
River has caused the Harvard crew to 
adopt a low feather which is all right in 
smooth water, but will not answer among 
waves. Their slides are over an inch shorter, 
their oarblades narrower, and the outriggers 
nearer the throats than those in the Yale 
boat. Givena head wind and lumpy water 
and the Yale crew stand a splendid chance.’ 


A DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


The Burton Block in Chicago Partially De- 
stroyed—Heavy Loss.

„ Bag te ne All appointments under 
it should absolutely free from partisan con- 
siderations and influence. Some extensions of 
the classified list are practicable and desirable, 
and further legislation extending the reform 
to other branches of the service to whom 
it is applicable would receive my 
approval. in appointments in every grade 
and department, fitness and not part 
service should be the essential and discrim- 
inating test, and fidelity and efficiency the 
only sure tenure of office. Only the interests 
of the public service should suggest removals 
from Office. 

I know the practical difficulties 8 
the attempt to apply the spirit of the civil 
service rules to all appointments and re- 
movais. It will, however, be my sincere pur- 
pose, if elected, to advance the reform.“ 

This lan nage was unequivocal, and the

THE AMALGAMATED SCALE, 


Manufacturers Reluctant to Sign It—Car- 
negie Holding Back. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 28.—The tronworkers 
will not bave as plain sailing this year as was 
expected, there being a number of hitches in 
the scale, notwithstanding the fact that it is 
practically the same as last year. The new 
scale, as already stated, contains no demands 
for an advance, and in some departments 
a material reduction is conceded. This scale 


does not seem to de satisfactory to the 
manufacturers, as the scale year ires 
to-morrow, and none of them have yet signed 
it. Of course there is time to sign before a 
strike is deciared, as Julyand August are the 
months whenthe annual repairs are made. 
The Amaigamated Association officers state 
that no scale has yet been signed, but they 
do not believe there will be any trouble. 
None of the manufacturers will say anything 
to be quoted by name on the subject. One of 
the largest manufacturers in this section said: 
„The scale will not be signed and you can 
put that down in large biack letters.’ 

The stand taken by Carnegie, ign ~ & Co. 
for a reduction in wages at their mills seems 
to be the cause. A manufacturer said on this 
phase of the subject: The price for plate 
mill rolling has been or is now 80 cents per 
ton, but a reduction has been made to 72 
cents. The Carnegies are paying less than 
this. Weare tired of paying more than other 
firms and prefer to keep our works idle unless 
the workers can 3 t tter terms. A 
roller in the plate mills is now making as high 
as $12,000 a year, and this is too much.’’

TRYING'TO SAVE A FRIEND. 


He Planged Into the River to Rescue Reury 


The members of the Museum of Fine Arts 
were shocked when word was brought them 
this morning that Mr. Frederick Lippelt, one 
of their teachers, had been drowned last night 


while making a heroic effort to save a com- 


panion. Mr. John Frye, who had a studio 
with Mr. Lippelt, and Mr. Robert Bringhurst, 
the sculptor, were also notified, and they 
went at once to Mr. Lippelt’s home, 1546 South 
Broadway, where they learned of the sad cir- 
cumstances attending his drowning. Mr.Lip- 
pelt had just returned from 4 trip 
with Mr. Frye and reached his 
home about 6 o’clook yesterday afternoon. 
About 9 o’clock. last night he went to the 
river, atthe foot of Carroll street, with Henry 
Matthews and Anton and Emilie Falkenheimer 
to bathe. 

Mr. Lippelt was one of the first to leave the 
water and he was nearly dressed when he 
heard the cry of Mr. Matthews, who was 
struggling in the water. Without waiting to 
remove any ot the garments he had put on, 
Mr. Lippelt sprang into the river. | 

HE WAS AN EXCELLENT SWIMMER 
and a few strong strokes took him to the side 
of his drowning companion. He reached out 
and grasped him, then both went down and 
nothing more was seen of them. Their 
bodies have not yet been recovered. 
Mr. Frye and Mr. Bringhurst found Mr. Lip- 
peit’s father and two sisters, all of his family, 
prostrated with grief. Word of the death of 
their son and brother was suddenly brought to 
them and they have not yet recovered from 
the shock the terrible news gavethem. From 
the house, Mr. Lippelt’s brother artists went 
to the river bank and there they found a num- 
ber of men watching to see if the bodies would 
be washed on the bank or would come to the 
surface, They offered a reward to anyone 
who should find Mr. Lippelt’s body and this 
afternoon Prof. Halsey O. Ives went back with 
them to make arrangements for a search of 
the river. 
HIS CAREER AS AN ARTIST. 

Mr. Lippelt was one of the best known of 
At. Louis artists and one of the most promis- 
ing of all the young painters in America. He 
was only 27 years old, but had already made a 
reputation for himself and his ent had 
received recognition in the most famous art 
galleries of the world. He studied here, then 
went to Paris and completed his studies in the 
best schools of that center of art. His pict- 
ures hung In the Louvre and received honor- 
able mention. When he came back to this 
country he returned to his old home bere in 
St. Louis and at once took a prominent place 
in the art community. He was one of the 
corps of instructors at the art school and 
taught the classes in still-life, sketching and 
the antique. He has been very suc- 
cessful here and has added to his fame. 
Mr. Frye was almost prostrated by the awful 
accident. He and Mr. Lippens have been inti- 
mately associated ever since th returned 
from Zurope, and only a few months ago they 
established a studio together on wenty- 
fourth and Olive streets. Mr. Frye said: 
Fred andI had just made arrangements to 
spend the summer together and had been 
away to select a place for our work. We de- 
termined to go to Portland, about twenty 
miles below Jefferson City, for we found the 
scenery there very beautiful and it suited the 
work we both wished todo. We came back 
here to get our materiais and intended to take 
a tent with us and camp out in the woods dur- 
ing the summer, and we were to leave here by 
boat next Saturday afternoon.’’ 

MR. MATTHEWS,

A BODY SUPPOSED TO BE THAT OF MISS 
BERTHA GERSPACHER. 


The Relatives of the Missing School-Teacher 
Are of That Belief —The Last Letter 
Written by the Missing Girl Sent Down by 
Young Hoffman From Chicago To-Day— 
The Story of the Case. 


A body supposed to be that of Bertha Gers- 
pacher, the young lady who disappeared 
from her home at 2218 Madison street last Sun- 
day night, was taken from the river yesterday 
at Rush Tower.

THE CONEMAUGH FLOOD. 


Rain Interferes With the Wreckers’ Work— 
The Losses of Life. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 28.—The Board of In- 
quiry is holding its first meeting in the Sev- 
enth Ward to-day. They propose to make @ 
systematic canvass of the flooded districts to 
ascertain the number of sugvivors and dead, 
and the property losses. The bureau regi s- 
tering the names of the living for the distribu- 
tion of local funds, have secured about 12,000. 
They expect to register 20,000. Gen. 
Hastings regretted that it was raining again 
to-day. Themen cannot work inthe water.

THE BATTLE GROUNDS. 


Probability That the Men Will Fight in

ELFAST, N. ¥., June 
28.— When the corre- 
spondent called at the 
training quarters to- 
day he found the good 
work going on. John
